Known resident of this city 
almost his entire life, commit- 
ted suicide by hanging in his 
cell in-the counfy jail late 
Thursday night. His body was 
found in the rear of his cell 
by Wesley Neff of Millport, a 
trusty, when the 
cells were 


opened at 7:30 a. m. Friday. 
• Neff, upon opening the 
cells, 


wondered why James did not come 
from his cell immediately as was 
his habit, and when be went to the 
cell door he saw the man hanging 
from the bars at the rear. James 
had used his own belt as tbe in- 
strument of death. 
He tied the 


belt around the cell-bar 
then 


around his neck. When found his 
Knees were only a few inches off 
the cement floor. 


DEAD SINCE 11 P. M. 


Sheriff Charles Radcliff was no- 


,tified as soon as Neff found the 
body and Coroner C. E. Bowers 
was called. Bowera, upon investi- 
gfetfen, reported that James- Bad 
probably been- dead since 10 or 11 
p.-m.,' Thursday. 


Other prisoners on the second 
oo> of the jail, whejg. James 
ed, said thai at about 9 p. m., 
hursday he asked to be locked in 


bis cell. Neff locked him in and 
tbe other prisoners, Burl Hill, Clar- 
ence Easter and Charles Corder, 
sat up and talked until 10 p. m. 
Tben retired without hearing any 
jjoise, thinking that James, possi- 
bly'.not; feeling well, had gone to 
sleep for the night. He had eaten 
nis supper and appeared in good 
spirit. 
: Jdmes had been in the county 
jail since Monday having been sen- 
tenced to serve a 10-day term and 
a fine of $100 and costs for con- 
tempt of court following divorce 
proceedings started by his wife. 
He was to have paid Mrs. James 
a sum of money for her support 
and for the support of a child. 
While in th* courtroom, it is said, 
Jim*"* asked permission to go to 
the bank'to obtain tbe money. He 
did not, return. Several days la- 
ter be was arrested when he en- 
tered ttie courthouse, and was sub- 


[uenUy sentenced. 


SERVED IN WAR 
James was a World war 


veteran enlisting bere Oct. 6,1917- 
He was a first class private in 
Company 'B, 308th Engineers to 
the time ,of bis discharge. He 
trained at'Camp Sherman, Chilli- 
cothe, and fought in the Aisne- 
Harne. Oise-Aisne, Meuse-Argonne 
and Vesle sector battles. He was 
honorably-discharged July 17,1919. 


He was born in Darbyville, May 


30. 1895, the son of Charles and 
Elizabeth James. 
On April 10, 


1914. he married Ella Heise, who. 
with'a daughter Mary Elizabeth, 
survives. Tbe mother, Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth '"Delgar. of Columbus, three 
half-sisters and one half-brotber, 
all of Columbus, also survive.

cell door he saw the man hanging 
from the bars at the rear. James 
had used his own belt as the in- j 
strument of death. 
He tied th e 1 
belt 
around 
the 
cell-bar 
then ; 
around his neck. When found his 
knees were only a few inches off 
the cement floor. 
DEAD SINCE 11 P. M. 
Sheriff Charles Radcliff was no­ 
tified as soon as Neff found the 
body and Coroner C. E. Bowers 
was called. 
Bowers, upon investi­ 
gation, reported that James had 
probably been dead since 10 or 11 
p. in., Thursday. 
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Other prisoners on the second 
floor of the jail, 
where 
James 
died, said that at about 9 p. m., 
Thursday he asked to be locked in 
his cell. 
Neff locked him in and 
the other prisoners, Burl Hill, Clar­ 
ence Easter and Charles Corder, 
sat up and talked until 10 p. m. 
Tphen retired without hearing any 
noise, thinking that James, possi­ 
bly not feeling well, had gone to 
sleep for the night. 
He had eaten 
his supper and appeared in good 
spirit. 
James had been in the county 
jail since Monday having been sen­ 
tenced to serve a 10-day term and 
a line of $100 and costs for con­ 
tempt of court following divorce 
proceedings started by 
his wife. 
He was to have paid Mrs. James 
a sum of money for her support 
and for the

of a child. 
While in the courtroom, it is said, 
j»m»*« asked permission to go to 
the bank to obtain the money. He 
did not return.

ter he was arrested when he en­

John James was a World war 
veteran enlisting here Oct. 6, 1917.

Mamp, Oise-Aisne, Meuse-Argonne 
and Vesle sector battles.

The mother, Mrs. Eliz­ 
abeth Uelgar, of Columbus, three 
half-sisters and one half-brother, 
all of Columbus, also survive.

ST. CLAIRSVILLE, O., June 19. 
—With the coal strike area grip­ 
ped by warfare which yesterday 
caused the injury of eight men, a 
request

flicting factions in an attempt to 
reach peace today was planned by 
spokesmen for

Plans for asking the governor 
to call an arbitration meeting of 
mine operators and union repre­ 
sentatives, were drawn up by the 
United Mine Workers while offi­ 
cials of the rival union, the Na­ 
tional Miners’ Union, called other 
strikes.

for a similar concession. 
PICKETS HURT 
Hit by a crowbar, one man in­ 
jured in yesterday’s disorders at 
the Youghiogheny & Ohio Coal Co., 
had to be taken to a hospital for 
treatment. 
Seven others, all pickets, were 
hurt during a march on the mine 
which was halted by deputy sher­ 
iffs only by using tear bombs.

Senatorial senti- 
ment rather favored a decrease m 
the present rate schedules, as a 
means of bringing a quicker busi- 
ness recovery 


The only defense of the railroads 


was made by Senator Dale (R) of 
Vermont, 
who declared

thing must be done to help the 
railroads because they are m finan- 
cial straits." Dale added that "if 
the rates were increased, as ask-1 
ed, I don't know what the effect 
will be on business " He declared 
the petition was one which the 
commission would study at great 
length before reaching a decision 


Senators Caraway (D) of Ar- 


kansas, and King CD) of Utah,

"Tho think of granting an in- 


crease in freight rates at this time 
is very unwise," said King

The egg 
is an Inexpensive but worthwhile 
addition to a vegetable plate, the 
bureau points out. It supplies the 
necessary protein which most ve- 
getables lack. 


Aside from the flavor, color, and 


variety which vegetables bring to 
a meal and which in themselves 
i «> important, they are regarded 
from the standpoint of nutrition 
as excellent sources of minerals 
and vitamins. The minerals belong 
to a group of substances which re- 
gulate the functions of the body 
and help to build tissues. Through- 
out life and particularly so during 
the growing period the minerals 
are essential to good helth. Cal- 
cium, phosphorus, and iron are 
some of the minerals that are 
found in vegetables and which are 
most likely to be lacking in the 
average American diet. 


Some adults have to acquire a 


taste for certain vegetables. "It 
is hard to teach an old dog new 
tricks," but comparatively easy to 
teach the young child to like all 
vegetables. 


A four months old baby can 


have strained vegetable soup and 
two or three months later a thicker 
soup 
Then sieved vegetables can 


follow. In this way a child learns 
to like the various vegetable flav- 
ors before his taste is highly 
developed and while his food habits 
are being formed. 


The aim in cooking vegetables 


should be to increase their palata- 
bility, retaining as much of the' 
natural flavor, texture, and food' 
value as is possible. In their na-

1 like the green ones, acid helps to 
hold the color while an 
alkali 


causes it to fade. Yellow skinned 
onions, white cabbage, turnips, and J 
celery, though almost colorless be- 
fore heating, turn yellow in the 
presence of alkaline water. Over- 
cooking causes them to darken. 
The true yellow vegetables like 
carrots, squash, pumpkin, and rut- 
abagas are stable in color and are 
affected neither by acid nor al- 
kali. 


All vegetables soften more or 


less in cooking- 
But they should 


be cooked only long enough to be- 
come tender so they will keep as 
much of their original texture as 
possible The time vanes with the 
vegetable and the method, but, 
as a rule, vegetables require much 
less cooking than they get. The 
bureau suggests that one rea- 
son some children dislike spinach 
is that it is too often cooked to a 
mush so that 
all chev/lness has 


disappeared 


Serve vegetables as soon as they 


are cooked. If it is necessary Jor 


them to stand for a time they 
should be removed from the water, 
no matter bow small a quantity, and 
reheated quickly Just before serv- 
ing.

reasons.

Railroads are moving all avail­ 
able empty box cars to the wheat 
belt to care for the shipments of 
grain that are certain to be made 
when the harvest starts within a 
few weeks. 
As to price, observers are not 
so optimistic.

lowing the withdrawal of the sup­ 
port of the 
Grain 
Stabilization 
Corporation, wheat dropped to the 
lower 50’s in Kansas City , the cen­ 
ter of the grain activities in the 
Middle West. 
The price began a steady climb 
of a fraction of a cent a day un­ 
til it has reached the upper 50’s, 
where it is ex pected to remain. 
Many predict that, with the new 
erop thrown on the m arket in such 
m q uantities as it is reasonable to 
expect with the acreage of stand­ 
ing grain, the price will drop into 
s the 40’s.
